St. Louis, June 15.—Much of North 


St. Louis is under water today, East 
Sc. Louis is 
suffering 
greatly, and 


h-anite City, Venice ana Madison are 
in danger of being inundated. This 
is the result of a steady rise of the 
Mississippi since Saturday, which has 
sent the water to a stage of 32 feet 
and 6 inches. The weather bureau 
predicts a two-foot further rise. If 
this occurs the loss will be enormous. 
All along the Mississippi and Missouri 
rivers great damage has been caused 
and scores of towns have been flooded.

Barboursville, Ky., June 15—The 


news that Calelb Powers had been par- 
doned by Governor Willson spread 
rapidly through the country and large 
crowds gathered at the stations of 
Pennington Gap, Pineville and other 
points through which, the train pass- 
ed.
